
We're saving the Arrows! 

£11,000 ALREADY COMMITTED FOR 2016 DISPLAY

LYME Regis has responded magnifi¬ 
cently to the appeal launched by this 
newspaper to ensure the Red Arrows ap¬ 
pear in the town again. 

The Arrows - Lyme’s premier summer attraction - 
have been appearing in the town for more than 40 
years as part of Lifeboat Week. 

But as reported in the View From last week, RAF 
Events have informed the RNLI Guild, which organ¬ 
ises the annual Lifeboat Week, they were no longer 
able to appear free of charge and future displays 
would cost in excess of £12,000. 

The other big attraction of Lifeboat Week, the RAF 
Falcons parachute team, will also be charging a fee in 
future, said to be in excess of £3,000. 

The RNLI Guild reluctantly decided that they were 
unable to afford such fees and were not in a position 
to stage such an ambitious fundraising campaign and 
withdrew their application for the Arrows and the Fal¬ 
cons to appear in Lyme Regis in 2016. 

After discussions with civic and business leaders in 
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the town, the View From 
Lyme Regis last week 
launched the “Let’s Save 
The Arrows” appeal in a bid 
to raise up to £15,000 to 
meet the fees. 

It is estimated that the Red 
Arrows attracts a crowd of 
20,000-25,000 people to 
Lyme and it is thought that 
Red Arrows Day boosts the 
local economy by as much as £25,000.

The response to our appeal has been nothing short 
of breathtaking. At the time of going to press, in ex¬ 
cess of £11,000 had been committed by local busi¬ 
nesses and individuals with one local company 
agreeing a significant donation in 2016 and in suc¬ 
cessive years. 

A crowdfunding website, to which individuals can 
make donations, has also been launched by Cameron 
Hodder, whose family have strong connections with 
the RNLI, and currently stands at around £400. 

Informal discussions 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, has also committed to do all he can to support 
efforts to ensure the Red Arrows return to the town 
again. 

He told the View From: “I have already had infor¬ 
mal discussions with councillors and we will be dis¬ 
cussing the matter at the full council meeting on 
October 7th.” 

The View also working in conjunction with Lyme 
Regis Business Group in co-ordinating a meeting to 
which all those who are interested in assisting with 


the fundraising are invited. This meeting will be held 
at the By The Bay restaurant on the Marine Parade 
on Thursday, October 1st, starting at 7pm. 

Our appeal is also supported by Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds, chairman of the council’s Tourism and 
Economic Development Committee, one of the 
town’s most prolific fundraisers. 

She said: “I am delighted that the response to the 
View From appeal has been so encouraging. I’m not 
surprised. Lyme always responds to great causes and 
Red Arrows Day is now such an iconic event for our 
tourist trade, bringing great benefits to everyone in 
the town.” 

Other resorts along the south coast have had to pay 
fees for the Red Arrows. Successful fundraising cam¬ 
paigns were organised in Dartmouth and Sidmouth 
this summer to ensure their displays went ahead. 

Unfortunately, inclement weather resulted in this 
summer’s appearance by the Red Arrows and the Fal¬ 
cons in Lyme being cancelled but huge numbers still 
crowded into the town and Lifeboat Week organisers 
have announced that the 2016 events raised around 
£25,000.

Police find car stolen 
from Lyme property 


PLANS for a further 56 houses at the Woodberry 
Down site, off Col way Lane, Lyme Regis, have 
been submitted to West Dorset District Council for 
consideration. 

The plans were first unveiled earlier this year at 
a public consultation event, and if approved will 
add to the 46 houses currently nearing completion. 

The application, submitted by developer Bloor 
Homes, requests permission for 56 houses span¬ 
ning further north on the site, neighbouring Timber 
Vale caravan park, and sloping south west to the

rear of existing properties on Talbot Road. 

When the plans were revealed for public consul¬ 
tation, residents raised concerns that a new access 
point to the development would be created off Tal¬ 
bot Road, making it a through-road, but Bloor 
Homes representatives said this was not their in¬ 
tention and access to the new houses would be

gained via the new junction at the top of Colway 
Lane. 

The application states this access road will lead 
to a paved square, beyond which lies a “focal green 
space at the heart of the proposed scheme”. The 
“high quality and attractive” development, which 
will use a similar Arts and Crafts style to phase 
one, is designed to ensure that houses front onto 
this green space. 

The proposed 56 houses include six three-bed 
houses and 31 four-bed houses to be sold on the 
open market, and four one-bed flats, seven two- 
bed houses and eight three-bed houses which will 
be affordable housing. All of the dwellings will be 
two storey except for four 2.5 storey houses at the 
entrance to the site. 

■ Bloor Homes has also appealed against West 
Dorset District Council’s decision to refuse a third 
application to demolish the original Woodberry 
Down house, previously used as an outdoor edu¬ 
cation and activity centre, and replace it with six 
further homes. 

The district council refused the plans as the ex¬ 
isting Woodberry Down building is set aside for 
employment use, which would be lost if it were to 
be replaced with residential houses. However, 
Bloor Homes’ appeal argues that the benefits of 
providing additional housing “outweigh any harm 
from the loss of the potential employment use on 
the site”. 

It adds that there is not a shortage of employment 
land in the district and “there is more than adequate 
supply of employment sites to meet this district’s 
need”.

Bill Reed: one of Lyme Regis'most 
respected and endearing residents 


OBITUARY 

BILL REED MBE 


ONE of Lyme’s most endearing and re¬ 
spected characters, Bill Reed MBE, has 
died, aged 93, after a long illness borne 
with great fortitude and dignity. 

Mr Reed, who lived in Anning Road, suffered 
greatly throughout his life from injuries sustained in 
the Second World War, which ultimately resulted in 
him going blind, but he rarely let his disabilities im¬ 
pact on his sense of fun and desire to serve the com¬ 
munity, which he did in so many ways. 

When Mr Reed was presented with his MBE at 
Buckingham Palace in 2009 for his services to the 
community, he struggled to get out of his wheelchair 
but the Queen stopped him, saying: “I will come to 
you Mr Reed.” 

An equerry said at the time that he could not recall 
that happening before. 

Mr Reed’s mother was born in Lyme Regis and he 
was billeted to the town after his inuries to recuperate 
where he met and married his wife. Win. The couple 
were married for67 years. 

Mr Reed worked for the Fortnam family, who ran 
the Toby Jug in Broad Street, but will be remembered 
for his service to so many organisations in the town. 

He was vice-president of the Lyme Regis branch of 
the Royal British Legion, having been a member for 
many years, running the weekly bingo sesssions for 
nearly half a century. 

He was also treasurer of Lyme Regis Football Club, 
for whom his two sons Richard and David were keen 
players, and was a founder trustee of the Fyme Regis 
Sports Centre, now the Davey Fort, home of Fyme 
Regis Football Club. He was also a founder member 
of the Get Together Club and a long-standing member

of the Woodmead Halls Management Committee. 

Many of the townsfolk will also remember Mr Reed 
and his wife running the bar at the Marine Theatre for 
the Big Beat dances during the 1960s when the the¬ 
atre was run by impressario Bob Alexander. 

Mr Reed is survived by his wife Win, made a Hon¬ 
oured Citizen of Fyme during the Queen’s Jubilee 
celebrations to recognise the support she had given 
her husband in his many interests, daughters Margaret 
and Sheila and sons Richard and David. 

The funeral service will take place at Lyme Regis 
Parish Church on Wednesday, September 30th at 
2pm, followed by interment at the Lyme Regis ceme¬ 
tery.

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Traders complain that road closure 
signs are affecting their businesses 


LYME Regis traders have complained that 
signs around the town advertising the Church 
Street road closure are having an effect on 
business. 

Road closed and diversion signs were 
erected on all routes into the town last week 
when the six-week closure of Church Street 
began. But local businesses have said the 
signs are affecting trade while visitors have 
said that they are confusing and off-putting. 
The View has also received a number of com¬ 
plaints regarding changes to the bus routes 
during the road closure, with residents and 
visitors saying it is difficult getting in and out 
of the town. 

Tony Colston, chairman of Lyme Regis 
Business Group and owner of By The Bay 
restaurant on Marine Parade, said he and or¬ 
ganisers of ArtsFest, who were also concerned 
that the road closure would affect visitor num¬ 
bers this week, have been working with 
Dorset County Council to address problems 
with the signage. 

He commented: “This is obviously a highly 
sensitive subject with many businesses in 
Lyme - not least because of the lack of con¬ 
sultation with all relevant parties prior to the 
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road closure notice being announced. 

“It would be difficult to envisage an accept¬ 
able solution once this situation was made 
public as a ‘fait accompli’ and while both John 
Calder of ArtsFest and the business group 
have been, and still are, in discussion with 
highways to improve signage, several recom¬ 
mendations for such improvements have been 
made, and others are still outstanding at this 
time. 

“The main challenge is communicating 
clearly that although the road is closed at 
Bridge Street, access to all businesses and car 
parks is still possible and Lyme is definitely 
open for business. 

“There is no simple solution to this problem, 
but the recommendations made will help. 
However, as the actual road closure is, as I 
have said, a fait accompli, any changes to the 
signage is essentially too little too late and its 
inevitable that some businesses will suffer, 
which, given the challenging economic cli¬ 


mate, is very unfortunate to day the least.” 

Highways have confirmed that all signs now 
say access to the town is unaffected and/or 
businesses are open as usual, and signs have 
been decluttered to the minimum legal re¬ 
quirements. No further changes are expected 
to be made. 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl 
Turner, who has been persuing this issue, said 
that the condition of the listed building on 
Church Street being repaired, which was the 
original cause for road closure, could have led 
to an emergency road closure in future and it 
was “much better to plan these events”. 

“I would apologise for the inconvenience 
but reiterate that these works can only take 
place at certain times of year and, with the ad¬ 
ditional possibility of an emergency closure, 
they had to be done as soon as possible,” he 
added. 

“I drove around the car parks at the weekend 
twice and they appeared full. The town was 
very busy which is extremely good news. 
With the weather and Rugby World Cup over 
the next few weeks, I hope we continue to 
compete.” 


Uplyme branch of Royal British Legion forced to close 


THE Uplyme branch of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion Women’s Section has been forced to 
close due to dwindling membership. 

A spokesperson for the branch said: “Sadly, 
Uplyme branch of the Royal British Legion 
Women’s Section has joined so many other 
branches and fallen victim to ageing and lack 
of interest from younger generations. 

“The RBL was formed in 1921, Uplyme 
branch being founded in 1949. Since then, the 
branch has raised thousands of pounds to help 
wives, widows and dependents of ex-service¬ 


men, and ex-servicewomen and their depend¬ 
ents, but membership numbers dwindled and 
the unanimous decision was made to close the 
branch.” 

The closure of the branch was marked with 
a short service at which the standard was of¬ 
ficially laid up. As Uplyme had no standard 
bearer, this was carried out by Branscombe’s. 

Members then enjoyed a lunch at Hunter’s 
Lodge, at which Beryl Denham, a member for 
more than 50 years and chairman since 1994, 
expressed her sadness at the closure and 


thanked the committee and all members for 
their support over the years. 

The spokesperson added: “The end of an 
era, but most of the now ex-members live in 
the village so contact can be maintained; for 
some people through the Devon Holding 
Branch, which they have joined to keep in 
touch with the Women’s Section without in¬ 
volvement and obligations (except the annual 
subscription) required.” 


Local theatre group report on 
successful switch to new genre 


THE transition from Lyme Regis 
Operatic Society to Lyme Regis 
Musical Theatre was successfully 
achieved, members heard at the 
annual meeting held in the church 
hall. 

Retiring president, David Coates, 
congratulated the society on the 
staging of "Evita", their first show 
under the name of Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
sical Theatre which received rave 
reviews in the local press, singling 
out two of the leading players, 
Kelly Street and Dan Wilkins, for 
special mention.

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Charges set for disposing 
of non-household waste 


COUNCILLORS from seven Dorset 
councils have agreed to introduce 
charges for taking “non-household” 
materials to Dorset’s household recy¬ 
cling centres (HRCs), which they say 
could save around £200,000 a year. 

Nearly 7,500 residents responded 
to a public consultation by Dorset 
Waste Partnership (DWP) on a range 
of options to reduce the £3.3million 
a year cost of running Dorset’s 11 
HRCs. 

And last week, the DWP joint com¬ 
mittee - made up of councillors from 
West Dorset District Council, Dorset 
County Council, Portland and Wey¬ 
mouth Borough Council, East Dorset 
District Council, North Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, Purbeck District Coun¬ 
cil and Christchurch Borough 
Council - approved a charging struc¬ 
ture for disposing materials such as 
rubble, plasterboard and tyres. 

Under the scheme, householders 
will pay £1.50 per bag of soil, rubble 
or item of DIY waste, £6 per bag or 
£12 per sheet of asbestos, £2.50 per 
bag or £10 per sheet of plasterboard, 
£5 per car tyre and between £6 and 
£35 per gas canister depending on 
size. 

The DWP estimates charges could 
generate £250,000 a year, offset by 
initial set-up costs of around 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Of the 7,440 people who re¬ 
sponded, three quarters said closing

one or more HRC permanently 
would be unacceptable so this option 
has not been taken forward. 

When asked to rank options, 57 per 
cent of respondents felt charging for 
non-household waste was more ac¬ 
ceptable than the other options. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chair 
of the DWP joint committee, said: 
“Thank you to everyone who had 
their say. The results showed just 
how highly residents value Dorset’s 
recycling centres. 

“HRCs are mainly provided for re¬ 
cycling ordinary household materi¬ 
als. The types of waste for which 
there will be a small charge are the 
result of home improvements or can 
be disposed of in other legal ways, 
such as skip hire and garages. 

“The changes agreed will achieve 
significant and much needed savings 
with the minimum impact on the ma¬ 
jority of people who use our centres.” 

The contract for managing for man¬ 
aging Dorset’s 11 HRCs is currently 
out to tender. Charges are unlikely to 
come in before the new contract 
starts next August.

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Charmouth Central... a real community hub 


AFTER three hectic years of building work 
and refurbishment at Charmouth Central - 
the volunteer-led library and internet cafe 
- it was decided that 2015 would be a pe¬ 
riod of consolidation, and focus has now 
been placed on increasing the use of the li¬ 
brary and new Servery space. 

Charmouth library would have been closed by 
Dorset County Council in 2012 but was taken over 
by the Friends of Charmouth Library in 2013 and 
is now funded and staffed by volunteers, while the 
county council continues to provide books, library 


management system, computers and three hours 
weekly of staff time. 

Charmouth Central Ltd. was formed to buy the 
freehold of the building with an asset lock. A one- 
off repairs grant for a new roof and a central heat¬ 
ing system was provided by Dorset County 
Council and the library was closed while volun¬ 
teers redecorated inside and out and reopened with 
extended library services in 2013. 

A grant of £50,000 from the Big Lottery Fund 
enabled the building of The Servery, an extension 
to house a kitchen with disabled-access toilet so 
that the library could become a real community 
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hub with a remit to promote activities to combat 
social isolation and inter-generational communi¬ 
cation. 

Grants from West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council’s Community Fund bought 
carpet, furniture and kitchen equipment, while 
other small grants provided crockery, cutlery and 
paving for the exterior. 

The Servery is already used for many different 
activities, from the Sewing Circle to the Jurassic 
Writers’ Group, from Tea & Chat and Memorable 
Memoirs for senior citizens to craft groups for all 
ages - or just for a cup of tea. It can host 28 seated 
in rows, 20 around tables and 35 standing. 

By renting out the space, the Friends of Char¬ 
mouth Library have the opportunity of increasing 
its income so that it can be confident of having suf¬ 
ficient funds to cover both the day-to-day expenses 
and improvements, such as more flexible shelving 
which will give library users more choice of read¬ 
ing material with the aim of increasing the use of 
both the library and the Servery space as well as 
improving the customer experience. 

The Friends are in the process of rolling out vol¬ 


unteer refresher training to ensure that every cus¬ 
tomer enjoys their visit to the library, wants to re¬ 
turn and spreads the word that the library is a 
vibrant and welcoming place to visit. They are 
also currently in the process of seeking new ways 
to encourage younger members into the library by 
working with local schools. 

The local police team run a surgery on a monthly 
basis at Charmouth Central, whereby local people 
can drop in and discuss any relevant issue that they 
may be experiencing and seek expert advice. It is 
also a tourist information point for visitors and the 
volunteers have a wealth of local knowledge that 
they are more than happy to share. 

More volunteers are always welcome or you can 
become a Friend of the library by paying an annual 
subscription - just pop into the library to find out 
more.

E ighteen months ago this column 
described the Community Land 
Trust, the Eood Bank and Commu¬ 
nity Lunches - three examples, among 
many possible, of volunteer-driven serv¬ 
ices devoted to important aspects of com¬ 
munity life, not as widely-known or 
appreciated as they should be, and fostered 
by Lyme Lorward (not as well-understood 
as it might be). 

Recently I’ve caught up with more of these 
valuable under-the-radar groups - prompting 
some thought along the way. 

People around my age (more than 70, less than 
80, since you ask!) often live alone. They may 
become housebound; day-to-day practicalities 
may be difficult to manage; loneliness can seep 
into the soul. Or they may have family carers 
themselves needing a break. Here steps in the 
Royal Voluntary Service with its Befriending 
Scheme, currently helping some local people 
whose ages range from 50 to 100. 

The unpaid co-ordinators for Lyme (and Brid- 
port) are David Sarson and Celia Gavins. They 
recruit volunteers and, jointly with the regional 
RVS headquarters in Dorchester, prepare them 
to give a couple of hours a week to those seeking 
friendly, useful company - initially put in touch 
by family members, social or medical services, 
or other agencies for older people. 

Help may be as simple but important as drop¬ 
ping in for a chat or taking a walk together, per¬ 
haps stopping for a coffee en route. Sometimes 
it’s a trip to visit friends or to somewhere inter¬ 
esting, or encouraging a new skill or enthusiasm. 
Doing some shopping, fetching library books. 


accompanying to a doctor’s appointment, changing 
a light bulb; things most of us (for now, at least) 
take for granted. 

“Life’s Happier Together” is the RVS motto for 
this service - a truth with much wider application. 
It could equally describe the value of those volun¬ 
teering as the Lyme contact of the Credit Union, 
now re-named Wyvem Savings & Loans. For some, 
traditional ways to save, and to borrow when essen¬ 
tial, are impractical or unobtainable: neither high 
street banks nor payday loan profiteers have much 
concern for them. 

Credit Unions have an honourable, ethical tradi¬ 
tion of helping those with little spare cash, or the 
young, or those needing to put aside small amounts 
for short-term saving (such as Christmas). To make 
saving safe and simple, and reasonably-priced bor¬ 
rowing accessible, is why half a dozen trained vol¬ 
unteers pair up on the rota for the Lyme service 
point at St Michael’s Business Centre on Tuesday 
mornings. There they help the town’s hundred or so 
credit union members deposit money, take out cash, 
or apply for a loan, and welcome new members. 

Just as the Befriending Scheme has the RVS be¬ 
hind it, so too these volunteers, co-ordinated locally 
by Rob McLaughlin, are overseen by their profes¬ 
sional headquarters, ensuring standards and relia¬ 
bility of service. There’s another aspect of 


‘volunteering’ just below the surface, too. Credit 
Unions depend on investors: while young savers 
receive interest, the return for other creditors is 
the modest and occasional dividend. You could 
get a (slightly!) greater return from other ways of 
saving, but investing something towards the suc¬ 
cess of a credit union is an act of partial altruism. 
Criticising payday loan excesses is one thing; act¬ 
ing to reduce the need for them is another. Finan¬ 
cial life is happier together. 

Over the years, other groups have worked at ‘to¬ 
getherness’ for young families. Intense voluntary 
effort was essential in establishing the Children’s 
Centre attached to St Michael’s School; its serv¬ 
ices, including a family forum and many chil¬ 
dren’s activities, are still supported by parent 
volunteers. The lively Hub Toddlers group, run 
by parents, meets every Thursday morning. Sum¬ 
mer holiday activities, sadly unable to operate this 
year, were very popular. Parents of children with 
special needs have got together for mutual sup¬ 
port and seeking speakers with expertise to offer. 

Whether Food Bank, or Befriending, or support¬ 
ing families, or any of the other voluntary groups 
I’ve talked with, certain common themes, apart 
from the obvious value they offer, recur insis¬ 
tently. 

First, the ever-present need for more volunteers 
- curious, perhaps, given the enjoyment and re¬ 
ward that every volunteer experiences. “It’s really 
fulfilling”; “You learn so much”; “I feel I’m mak¬ 
ing a positive difference for people.” Any volun¬ 
teer, in any sphere, will recognise that personal 
reward. 

Second, there’s the question of whether these 
admirable services reach all those who might ben¬ 
efit. “I’m sure there are others who would value 


our help” expresses the thought of several volun¬ 
teers from different groups - a view sometimes 
echoed by participants. “There’s quite a lot of 
struggling and mental tiredness,” said one mother 
who feels that her self-help group would gain in 
vigour and effectiveness if it could reach out 
more. In this case it’s not lack of publicity, either: 
“The school is brilliant about that,” she says. 

Which brings us to the third common theme. 
Separate small groups, each with their separate 
volunteers - too separate, say many of those in¬ 
volved. Each group is rightly defined by its spe¬ 
cific focus; but that doesn’t imply being 
unrelated. 

We can see positive signs; Credit Union, Food 
Bank and Befriending teams, for example, al¬ 
ready help clients of one, who might benefit from 
either or both of the others, to get in touch. From 
a potential user’s perspective it’s easy to see the 
value of such links, all capable of extension, in 
coordinating the response to need. Posters, 
leaflets, even Facebook aren’t as effective as per¬ 
sonal contact. 

So listening to Adrian Ragbourne, Lyme For¬ 
ward’s recently-appointed co-ordinator, is encour¬ 
aging. Energetic and imaginative, Adrian’s fresh 
pair of eyes sees “tying things together” as a pri¬ 
ority - making the most effective use of resources 
(particularly volunteers), and bringing their serv¬ 
ices closer to more people who can benefit. 

Here’s a golden quality of management (and 
life). If you possess or discover a bit of knowl¬ 
edge, immediately ask yourself: “Who else would 
gain from this?” - and then pass it on. It’s all too 
rare. Adrian has it. Let’s hope the town will get 
behind his efforts and those of the quietly-vital 
groups with which he works.

■ WE now have West Dorset’s admission of the total 
failure of its Charles Street Development Plan in 
Dorchester - a plan which we, the public, argued 
against from the start as being unrealistic and unde- 
mocratically handled. 

In the 
democratic vote, 93 per cent of those in the 2010 
Dorchester town poll opposed the new council offices 
and yet that went ahead.

Lyme Matters

LYME will never be the same 
again. That’s what someone 
said to me after hearing of the 
death of Bill Reed. It’s true. I 
can’t think of Lyme without 
him. 

As a life-long pal of Bill’s son David, 
and growing up in the same road as 
the Reed family, he has been such an 
influence on my life it seems incon¬ 
ceivable that he’s no longer with us. 
His passing leaves a huge hole in the 
community life of Lyme, never to be 
filled. 

I last saw Bill on my daughter’s 
wedding day in August when he 
struggled down to the road to catch a 
glimpse - and that’s all it would have 
been with his eyesight problems - of 
her getting into the wedding car. She 
waved but I’m not sure he saw it. 

Bill suffered greatly during his life 
after being seriously injured in the 
war. He was sent to Lyme to recuper¬ 
ate, met and fell in love with his wife- 
to-be, Win, and the couple enjoyed 67 
of marriage. 

When I was growing up, Anning 
Road was a close-knit community. We 
knew everyone who lived in the road, 
there was a real community spirit. At 
the heart of that spirit was Win and 
Bill Reed. 

Dave and I were mad on football 
and formed our own league. We 


needed money to buy trophies to pres¬ 
ent to the team winners at our pres¬ 
entation ceremony, which was to take 
place at the Woodmead Halls with the 
Reverend Kenneth Rowcroft, curate 
of this parish, presenting the prizes. 

To raise the cash required (it was 
only a few pounds as we bought the 
trophies from Woolworths in Seaton) 
Bill and Win organised a bingo ses¬ 
sion in their kitchen. 

Bill ran the Royal British Legion 
bingo nights for 45 years so he knew 
the regular players well. We thought 
just a few family members and 
friends would turn up but there was 
a ring on the door bell and in walked 
20 or more of Bill’s regular legion cus¬ 
tomers. Problem solved. Money 
raised. 

That was Bill and Win all over. 
They just got on with the task in 
hand. 

Locals of my generation will also re¬ 
member Bill and Win fondly for the 
days they ran the Marine Theatre bar 
for the Big Beat dances during the 


1960s. This was a bit different than 
running the bar at the Woodmead 
Halls, the other main venue in town. 
For start, the Big Beat nights were 
often attended by 700 or more rev¬ 
ellers who travelled in from all over 
the area. 

If we got into a few scrapes, we al¬ 
ways ended up at 19 Anning Road. On 
one notorious occasion Alan 
“Buzzer” Beviss fell into the River 
Lim and knocked on the Reeds’ door 
at 2am to dry out and get a bed for the 
night. His dad knew exactly where he 
would be and collected him in the 
morning. 

As we got older and I got immersed 
into community life as a young re¬ 
porter, Bill Reed became one of my 
local heroes. Whatever meeting I at¬ 
tended, it would seem Bill was always 
there, helping out, making things 
happen. He became a great role 
model. 

Bill had many interests but it al¬ 
ways seemed to me that the football 
club and the Royal British Legion 


were two of his favourites. I suppose 
I’ve followed his example over the 
years. They are two of the organisa¬ 
tions closest to my heart and I’ve 
ended up president of both. Who 
would have thought it? I never had a 
chance to talk to Bill about it but I 
like to think he would be pleased. 

In recent years with failing eye¬ 
sight, a direct consequence of his 
war wounds. Bill had to take a back 
seat. I can imagine how frustrated he 
must have been. 

Until fairly recently he still at¬ 
tended the occasional social event. 
The annual old folks’ Christmas 
lunch was one of them and I always 


made sure I was on hand to help him 
into the venue and out again. It al¬ 
ways took an age as he would kiss 
every lady he met on the way in - and 
on the way out! They all loved Bill 
and his impish sense of fun which 
never deteriorated down the years. 

So how will I remember Bill Reed 
MBE? Like many others in this 
town, I suspect. He was someone 
who got things done. Someone who 
was prepared to put himself out for 
others. Someone who could always 
find a bit of fun in any circumstance. 

And certainly someone this town 
will miss. We will not see the likes of 
him again.

RUMOUR has it that the world's first press box was built in the Shire 
Hall's Old Court House for Journalists reporting on the trial of the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs - and the first talk this autumn at the Justice Cafe 
at Shire Hall switches is focus to the media. 

Tim Lezard will be exploring media bias, and asking if this is some¬ 
thing new or has it always been this way since newspapers began ap¬ 
pearing in the late 17th Century. Tim is a freelance Journalist and 
former President of the NUJ, he has reported from Ukraine, Bolivia, 
Venezuela and Iraq and also works as media officer for the South West 
TUC and editor of USi News. 

He began his career working for regional newspapers, including the 
Gloucestershire Echo, Gloucester Citizen and Western Daily Press, before 
going on to edit the satirical cricket monthly Johnny M/7/er 96* and The 
Big Issue South West. 

Specialising in social affairs, equalities, trade unions, politics and so¬ 
cial Justice, Tim has for many years campaigned for ethical Journalism, 
introducing a conscience clause to protect Journalists forced to write 
stories contradicting the NUJ's Code of Conduct.

Featuring an all-new range of engines 
and gearboxes, not to mention the latest, 
ultra-efficient version of the xDrive all- 
wheel-drive system, the second generation 
of the BMW XI exemplifies BMW's Efficient- 
Dynamics philosophy. At market launch, 
one petrol engine and three diesel options 


are offered. 

Design: Commanding presence, robust 
proportions and dynamic lines 

Robust proportions, sculpted surfaces 
and genre-specific design features clearly 
mark the XI out as a member of the BMW 
X model family. The front is defined by the 
large, upright BMW kidney grille, three-sec¬ 
tion lower air intake and characteristic 
"four-eyed" look formed by the twin circular 
head lights and fog lamps. Standard speci¬ 
fication for the new BMW XI includes LED 
daytime driving lights and for xLine and M 
Sport models full-LED headlights for low 
and high beam. This is optional for Sport 
line models. 

The new car has grown most notably in 


height compared to its predecessor 
(-i-53mm), which helps to create extra space 
in the interior. When viewed from the side, 
the window surfaces taper towards the rear 
creating a particularly dynamic impression. 
At the rear, the central section of the rear 
apron rises up significantly, mimicking the 
frontal styling. Customers can choose from 
two non-metallic and 11 metallic exterior 
paint finishes for their new BMW XI, while 
the Estoril Blue metallic shade is also of¬ 
fered exclusively for the M Sport model.

Bond bags four as Lyme dig deep 

Rainbows maintain top spot -10 man Seasiders' heroics - Uplyme hit nine

LIVEWIRE striker Joe Bond proved to be 
far too slippery for a sluggish Chum- 
leigh defence and cashed in with four 
well-taken goals as The Seasiders came 
out on top in a bruising encounter. 

Chulmleigh almost took the lead in¬ 
side 30 seconds but keeper Chris Higgs 
was alert and did well to keep out a 
header at full stretch. 

But it was Lyme who struck first in the 
eighth minute. 

In-form Julien Simiercutthe ball back 
from the by-line to Mark Bailey whose 
shot was parried and Bond was on hand 
to net a typical poacher's goal. 

The hosts levelled in on the back of a 
spell of pressure when Higgs saved a 
snap shot with his legs only for the re¬ 
bounds to fired home by Steve Ebdy on 
the half volley from 10 yards out. 

Higgs pulled off another fine stop

He completed his hat-trick two min¬ 
utes later after tormenting his marker 
and smashing a fierce left footed drive 
high into the net. 

Chulmleigh thought they had pulled 
one back before the half-time whistle 
but the'goal'was correctly ruled out for 
offside. 

But they did get their second four 
minutes after the turnaround when Will 
Martin cut in from the left before firing 
a shot past Higgs that flew into the net 
off the far post. 

With the game now opening up Lyme 
were grateful to two saving tackles from 
Sam Pollard-Jones who had a fine game 
on the left side of defence. 

But it was the visitors who struck next 
when Bond burst into the D before 
scuffing home a shot that rolled into 
the net in the 74th minute. 

The striker was now unplayable for 
the tiring home defence and he almost 
bagged his fifth with a shot that thud¬ 
ded against the upright. 

Simier then went close with a diving 
header from a Bailey cross that just 
cleared the crossbar. But the fifth goal 
duly arrived in the 90th minute when 
Fellingham's goal bound free-kick 
flicked off a defender. 

This was, in the end, a fully deserved 
win for Lyme with Dorn Rowe who had 
a superb battle with muscle-bound 
striker Chris Andrews, vying with obvi¬ 
ous candidate Bond and Pollard-Jones 
as MoM. "Joey is unplayable in that 
mood," said Lyme manager Tim Ed¬ 


wards.

‘Bart’ remembered in style 


A RECORD turnout of 32 boats from Lyme registered 
and took part in Sunday’s Bart's Bash, the international 
event sailed all over the world today in memory of An¬ 
drew 'Bart' Simpson. 

Over half a million competitors signed up for the 
event, remembering Bart who died while training on- 
America’s Cup ‘Artemis’ in San Franciso and con¬ 
tributing funds to the charity which bears his name. 

Andrew's charity offers sailing training at the Wey¬ 
mouth Academy to disadvantaged youngsters. 

Seventeen youth members of the Lyme club took 
part, aged 11 to 17. Some sailed recently-acquired 
dinghies of their own, including Max & Hugo Whit- 
tome, Fraser Earle & Josh Bolton, Max Bowskill & 
Chet Gillespie. 

Others raced a full course with adults and cruisers 
for the first time as single handers, like Charlie Frost 
and Tom McDonald. 

Teaming up with adults were Jonny Lloyd Davis, 
Cameron Moss, Katie Frost, Sue Clarke, and Jack 
Young. Jake Stow sailed with Lily Helston, and Max 
Smith stayed with his Laser. 

Commodore Jerry Rook was particularly delighted 
with the turnout, particularly of the youth members.
